This week campus police reported 
having given out 562 parking viola- 
tions and four summons to appear 
before a firing squad. During the 
week, campus police were involved in 
13 high-speed car chases involving 
the destruction of an untold number 
of vehicles and five shootouts 
resulting in 20 deaths. 

100 calls for transportation were
